It was 
rumoured some few days back, that a aniall 
body of their cavalry, 400 strong, armed 
with double-barrelled gutis and. spears, had 
come-to within 70-li from ‘Tientsin, “How 
far thoir cantonments ran south Tam un- 
able to-atate. Our. knowlodge indeed of 
the-real strength of-tho rebel forces is very 
meagre ; and I‘ really cannot state a figure 
with auything like certainty in it. Lt is 
evident however that. they: are strong on- 
ough at present to maintain their position 
in the centre of the province of Chibli, and 
that the Imperial forces are at present uot 
strong enough to”expel them. The Im- 
perial forces are said. to be stationed be- 
tween the rebéla and Tieutsii and Peking.

Stipreme Court & Consular Gazette, 
i : March 14, :

arriving in Caloutta ‘and -being stowed six | 


months in the plaintifis’ godown, which was 
proved to have been in good condition, were 
found damage, from which damage acerned 
the Joss for which plaintiffs claimed, ; The 
evidence Inthe ‘case was’ particularly cloar, 
‘and there was no doubt that the damage 
resulted from the nse of the extraneous, 
substances, which were introduced to the 
extent of 20.per cent, On the case being 
submitted ‘to.the jury by Baron Bramwell, 
who spoke in justly severe terms of the ac- 
tion of the manufacturers, one of the jury- 
men observed ‘' We feel convinced. that if 
those articles had been soldimmediately after 
thoy atrived, this vice would not have been 
80 apparent.” “Now, seeing that, as above 
atated, it tvas in.evidence that no portion of 
the dainage resulted from bad condition: of 
the-godown in which the Shirtings were 
stored, or from any other like ciretimstance, 
the ;meaniniz of these words cannot be mis- 
taken:: It is'simply this that the juryman 
and the portion of his colleagues who agreed 
with him, would have aeen nothing. wrong 


inthe yonds being. so mate up, that, they. 


would just last out a sufficiently long tine 
for the mprchint iv Calcutta, ov. elsewhere, 
to whowi they were consigned, to sell them 
off—the. native buyor in India’ or China 
having to discover after a few months, that 
he had purchased a wortiiless article.

For he it 
is who separates the carbon from the oxy- 
gen of the carbonic acid, and thus enables 
thein to recombine,-. Whuther they recom- 
bine in the furnace of ‘thé: steam-engine or 
in the animal body, the origin of the power 
they produce is thesame. ‘In this sense wo 
are ‘all ‘ souls of fire and children of thé sun.” 
But, as remarked by Hélmholts, we inust be 
conteut to share our celestial: pedigree with 
the tneanost living thing. 'Thé frog, and the
